Prince Frederick, the eldest son of the late King: Christian, who succeeds 


to the throne, was born June 3. 1S-13, nnd was married July 2S, 1869, to Prin- 
cess Louisa, (Uughter of King Charles XV of Sweden and Norway. 


The late King Christian's eldest laughter Is Queen Alexandra of Eng- 


land, and his second son. Prince William, was elected King of Greece undei 
the title of George I. In 1SB3. 


Another daughter of the late Kins Christian. 
Marie Dagmar. is the 


Dowager Empress of Russia, Maria Feodorovna, who married Alexander III 
of Russia. 
He died November 1, 1S04: and his son, Nicholas, is now Emperor

leging that the defendants were in- 
fringing on property rights acquired 
thirty years ago, and continually exer- 
cised since by the plaintiff corporation. 
That suit is still pending In the courts 
of Alamecla Couhty. 


WATER 
WAR. 


Now the water war has broken out 


afresh on San Pablo creek, along which 
stream the Contra Costa Water Comr 
pany acquired riparian rights and res- 
ervoir sites several years aero. 


Recently the syndicate people began 


operations looking to a diversion of 
the waters of the creek, F. C. Havens 
filing a notice of his Intention to ap- 
propriate 8000 Inches, more or less, of 
the stream flow. The point of the pro- 
posed diversion Is on property belong- 
ing to the Contra 
Costa Company,

for the supply of Richmond and Berke- 
ley.

It sets forth that the 
water is required for a public use, the 
plaintiff being engaged In supplying 
the public with water, and Is to tie 
used in supplying the inhabitants of 
Alameda and Contra Costa Counties. 
It is a voluminous document, being 
mainly made up of descriptions of the 
property it is proposed to condemn.

As San Pablo and Pinole creeks af- 


ford the only considerable supply of 
water this side of the Sierra Nevada 
not yet utilized - for public purposes, 
the tremendous value of the stake now 
being fought for can readily be Imag- 
ined. 


Last December the Syndicate pur- 


chased through the Laymance 
Real 


Estate Company the Thornton tract 
of 1000 acres lying on the west side of 
San Pablo creek, a

above the Clancy tract.

chase was In itself significant,

Mrs. Tracy 
claims to have supposed her at the 
meeting and 
was 
much 
annoyed 


when she arrived at the hotel at mid- 
night, and scolded her soundly, say- 
ing that this was no time for a slxtenr 
year-old girt to be out alone and un- 
protected. 
Elma became angry and 


left the house, saying she would re- 
turn home. 


Mrs. Tracy had retired and so could 


not follow her, but called from 
the 


window for her to com* back and says 


that Elma, who should have passed 
under the window to take the Shat- 
tuck avenue car, did not do so—that 
though 
she leaned far out over the 


casement and peered into the night 
she never. saw her again.

County—Dear 


Sirs:—Following are a few sugges- 
tions as requested by Mr. Talcott for 
beautifying the Boulevard from High 
street to Haywards. 


"I would suggest that any trees to 


be planted on a boulevard like the one 
being made, should be beautiful at any- 
time of age, and should be a long- 
lived tree; it should also neyer need 
any severe pruning. 


"I would suggest the Grevlllea Ro- 


busta (Australian Silk Oak) a. splend- 
id 
fern-leaved evergreen tree. 
The 


leaves are a glossy dark green on top 
and silvery white underneath the leaf, 
with flowers of a golden yellow. This 
tree Is almost a native of California, 
having 
been 
brought 
here by the 


Spanish friars at a very early date. 
This tree forms a lofty shade tr»e, 
growing fifty and seventy-five 
fept 


high and branches out a good height 
from the ground so that it does not 
interfere with pedestrians or passing 
vehicles. 
It is not subject to any In- 


sect pest. 


"Alternate with these trees should 


be the California fan palm (Prltch- 
ardla flllfera.) the well known native 
palm. The leaf stocks are very long, 
with 
beautiful 
fan-shaped 
leaves 


which retain their bright green color 
during the winter months. 
It Is one 


of the hardiest and most beautiful of 
palms, 
Is a rapid grower; Is much 


used for avenue -planting. 


This combination of tree and palm 


would give the Boulevard a very trop- 
ical appearance and be a prominent 
feature, 
as 
this tree and palm are 


grown only on the Pacific coast.

and, for their protection from gophers 
it would be necessary to protect the 
roots with a wire mesh.

when they were first opened up. 


"The stegoymia, as the yellow fever 


breeding mosquitoes are named, develop 
in habitations, and are attacked In the 
towns by fumigation. 
The 
anopheles, 


the malaria 
breeding mosquitoes, are 


propagated in the swamps and are at- 
tacked with great success by draining. 
A great deal of oil is also used. It Is our 
ultimate object to drain a strip half a mile 
wide clear across tho Isthmus to reduce 
the propagation to a minimum."

Newspaper writers who cannot_Jor 
their lives explain the difference between the bowsprit and a piece 
of tripe are exhausting their vocabulary in proving that the captain 
did not know his business and was guilty of both criminal ignorance 
and criminal negligence. Every man jack of them glibly states what 
the Valencia's master ought to have done. He is dead, God rest his 
soul for the brave man that he is, and cannot speak in his own de- 
fense 
His cause is in the hands of a juster and wiser tribunal 


than this world affords, but nevertheless a word of common sense 
in this connection may be of value to those yet living. 
In the 


thickest of stormy weather off a ragged cosst noted for the fierce- 
ness of its tides and the uncertainty of its currents, he lost his_ reck- 
oning and ran a few miles out of his course. The ablest navigator 
living cannot guard against such mishaps 
True, he might have 


headed his ship out to sea and stood away till the weather c ear- 
ed but unfortunately a sea captain is under the necessity of making 
time if he would hold his berth. 
His owners, knowing nothing 


personally of the perils and perplexities he encounters, exact irom 
him speed in reaching his destination. Captain Johnson had forced 
upon him the alternative of feeling his vvay into the Strait of Fuca 
in the fog and storm or putting to sea with almost a certainty of 
losing his 'raster's berth. Had he brought his ship safely into 
port he would have been hailed as a brave and able 
navigator. 


Alas, an error in his reckoning sent his ship and her human freight 
to the bottom of the sea. The accident that befell him argues a lack 
of neither courage nor skill, nor even of prudence of the sort de- 
manded of men who go down in ships to the sea. It was his mis- 
fortune that he went ashore in the tempest. The penalty of losing 
his vessel was the loss of his reputation as a mariner, and, as it 
proved, his life. Perhaps no one on the doomed Valencia experi- 
enced such agony as racked his soul during the hours when the ship 
was breaking up under the blows 
of the 
angry 
waters. His 


anguished prayer to heaven to succor his passengers tells of the re- 
sponsibility that weighed upon him, and the penalty he calmly paid 
for a natural mistake is proof that he was made of heroic stuff. In 
the eyes of the living the dead may ever be in the wrong, but there 
is One who seeth all hearts and all things with whom the final 
judgment rests. 
Let us hope the judgment will be merciful to 


brave Captain Johnson.

General Joseph Wheeler. 


General Joseph Wheeler was one of the great cavalry com- 


manders of the Civil War. 
On the Confederate side he was second 


only to Stuart as a fighter and field strategist. He graduated from 
West Point in his twentv-third year, and at the age of twenty-nine 
was a Lieutenant General and the commander of a cavalry corps 
Y-t he was an unpicturesque little man. There was nothing o 
the beau sabreur about him, no swagger, no bluster, no fuss and 
feathers 
Nevertheless, he was not surpassed in cool daring and 


tireless activity in the field. He studied his ground, his men and 
his antagonists, as every safe military commander does, but moved 
with celerity and fought with dogged courage, even against over- 
whelming numbers, when the ends justified it. But he never sacrific- 
ed a man or a cartridge foolishly. 
In civil life he was a mild man- 


nered simple hearted gentlemen of the old school, almost boyish m 
his ways and frank!) confiding in his manner. At bottom he was 
alwavs' a soldier, and was better fitted for a soldier s life than any 
other 
When he entered Congress from Alabama (he was born in 


Georgia) he gave his closest attention to military affairs and the 
war school at West Point. He was always a friend and champion 
of the army, and military men found in him a sympathetic adviser 
and advocate. It v/as the most natural thing in the world for him 
to do when the Spanish war broke out to resign from Congress 
and offer his sv-ord to the President. The Santiago campaign did 
not afford him a fitting opportunity to fulh display his pecuhaf 
talents, but it pro\ eel that General Wheeler had lost none of his 
effectiveness as a field commander during his long retirement from 
military service. His record m the Philippines was highly credit- 
able. He died, like Fitzhugh Lee, a brigadier general in the United 
States army, unu-ersally respected for his simple faith, his soldierly 
qualities and his fidelity to his conviction's. The "little general" 
was every inch a man and a fine type of the American soldier.

It was agreed that they debate on the 
proposition; 
"Resolved, that club life is harmful to the home," and the 


The judges decided unanimously 
for the affirmative and the club disbanded. It was agreed that the rearing 
of children and the preservation of family ties was woman's chief aim In life 
and that club life was antagonistic to this ond. 


Dr. Jacob Westlund, professor of mathematics at Purdue, said tonight that 


he was highly pleased with the action of the Three O'Clocks, and that a 
majority of the Purdue professors agreed with him. Professor Edward Q. 
Martin, Instructor in anatomy and physiology, said, however, that women had 
a peffect right to have their clubs and pink teas and that the home Is helped, 
by women's clubs.
